This augustand mighty :tream- 
which has for the last eight years rolled on ir peaee- 
ful majesty, content t threaten and then retire with- 
out molesting those vast and fertile valleys that lie ex- 
posed to its mercy, and which by their extreme fruitful- 
ness tempt the agrictituralist to risk the chance of an 
inundation, has in spte of the strong levee thrown up 
to resist its inroads, spread many miles beyond its usual 
bed, overflowing the numerous rich and highly culti- 
vated plantations that lie upon its borders,and compell- 
ing the innabitants to leave their homes at a time 
when their crops are in a state of forwardness, which 
is only experienced on the uxuriant soil of this Nile of 
America, and which like that of Egypt has its period- 
ical swelis, with regular intervals. We have notan 
accurate knowledge of the history of those mighty 
swellings of the waters, but we belicve fron a general 
deduction that it is from eight to nine years, with very 
few irregularities. 

The greatest extent of the water is not known, but 
we undofstand, that a party in a small boat, came in a 
direc: line from Ouachitta to this place, and found the 
whole country entirely covered, and navigable in every 
direction ; from which we infer the overflow must ex- 
tend from one to two hundred miles in many places. 

Nearly all the Stock must inevitably perish ; numer- 
ons herds of Cattle, being dispersed through the forest 
and boundless prairies, have already been drowned. 
The game, particuiarly Deer, which greatly abound 
on the western bank, are compelled to leave their 
wonted haunts and seek safety on this side, or take re- 
fuge upon the small knolls, where they fall an easy 
and unfesisting prey tothe sportsmen ; who we are 
sorry to learn, are wantonly engaged in destroying 
them, thus encircled by the drowning element, and un- 
der circumstances which can afford no other gratifica- 
tion than the mere pleasure ofkiliing them, or that of 
making ‘* captivity captive.”

| Moneuent to E:ariper Gerry. Congress, at 
| their last session, passed an act directing the Superin- 
| tendent ot the Public Buildings to cause to be erected, 
in the burial ground of this city, a Monument, witha 
suitable inscription, over the Tomb of Elbridge Gerry, 
| late Vice President of the U. States , and appropriat- 
ed $1,000 to detray the expense. This work is now 
| completed and we have been favored with the follow- 
ing description of it: 
The Monument is chiefly in the antique style. The 
| pedestal is pyramidal, after the manner of the Egyp- 
tian tombs ; a style comprising both strength and bean- 
tv, and particularly appropriate to sepulchres. On 
| each oi the corners isa fillet, or a strip of linen, tied at 
equal distances, torming a row of puffs, which lie ina 
scotia cutout of the angle. A rich and massy leaf cov- 
ers each extremity of the fillet ; anda second leaf falls 
_ off at the bottom, spreading itself over the angle of the 
| base mouldings. The ornaments of the frieze under 
| the cornice are made up of foliage, and were all mo- 
| delled from nature. They differ on each side. The 
| first is aa assemblage of parsely leaves, the second of

It was designed and execu- 
ted by Mesers. W. & J. Frazee, native artists, o fNew- 
York. 

The inscription is as follows :* 

The Tomb of ELBRIDGE GERRY, Vice-Presitent 
of the United States, who died suddenly in this city, 
November 22d, 1814, on his way to the Capitol, as 
President of the Senate, aged 70. Thus fulfilling his 
own memorable injunction—“ It isthe duty of every 
citizen, though he may have but one day to live, to de- 
vote that day to the good of his country,”

After 
this expedient had lost its rovelty, a sort of Savings 
Bank was instituted, in which children young and old, 
were encouraged to make deposits from sarings made 
by abstinence trom some artice of food or dress. “Then 
followed the cuitivation of * missionary fields,’ at the 
recommendation of some shrewd Yankee, intended 
doubtless for the farming interst. But this prodent 
class of men,thinking more of the support and educa- 
tion of their families, and those about them, have not
